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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The applicant's response filed August 2, 2004 to the Office action has been entered. 
Claims 1-62, 64-66, and 68-71 are pending. 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
L3 12.

2. The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel claims 1-28, and 43-54. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Concerning claims 29-42, 55-62, 64-66 and 68-71, no prior art has been found teaching 
or suggesting a method of detecting a target biopolymer or polypeptide in which the probe or 
target biopolymer or target polypeptide is directly adsorbed and immobilized to the modified 
surface of the substrate without additional fixing steps and without chemical crosslinking to form 
a probe assay article or a target assay article. 

The closest prior art is the reference of Fareed et al. (4,970,144, issued November 13, 
1990). Fareed et al. disclose that the immobilized antibodies may be covalently or physically 
bound to the solid phase immunoabsorbent by techniques such as covalent bonding via an amide 
or ester linkage or by absorption (See column 10, lines 25-28). Fareed et al. do not teach that the 
probe or target biopolymer or target polypeptide is directly adsorbed and immobilized to the 
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modified surface of the substrate without additional fixing steps and without chemical 
erosslinking to form a probe assay article or a target assay article.
